a Of general interest foi^J^istorical reference, the DCl/Exeoutive Registry 
has over the years rraintained a variety of indexes, especially in looseleaf 
3x5 form, as an adjunct to its ''ER"-niim,bered logging system for controlling 
comniunications passing throu^ the Director's office. By the use of 
manifi^d carbon oepies, typed up in making up a given master log entry 
for an incoming duf outgoing document, several indexes result, some of 
which have major usefulness for t racing historical questions, as follows: 


1. The numerical index, arranged by ER number; this is the master 
slip that contains not only the facts about the incoming docvunent but 
also its later disposition. This index is especially useful/ for tracing 
related papers, eadh as basic papers relating to a transmittal vfli:h 
are filed not in DCl/ER for in one of the other major component offices 
directorates,

Alphabetical index, one /for each j’^ear, arranged according to the 
name of the person or agency which was addressing ^ communicatioh 
to the DCI, or the addressee of the DCI's communication,

Tdth major directorates, especially the DDP and the DDI, each of which 
are represented by a s eparate index, forexamiple in 1959. 

4# So-called "Subject" index. The index for 1959 indbj^s the following 
headijigs which relate primarily to key wordd'^d concppts/which DCI/EE 
personnel customarily serviced the files for the DCI's staff assistants 
who needed to have the files searcheds

Another aifihabetical file, dating from 1952 to 1962 (sic), 
is entitled Allen Dulles' "persoral folders", totalling about 
4 boxes of material, retired in Jantiary I 963 in job no. 63-421. There 
is a shelf-list of about 200 names ^ (4 pages long, on file inER); 
most of the names seem to be non-governmental persons, both 
American and foreign, with whom Allen Dulles nresumably had_«lg^^veiw 
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
